A good 
understanding of hardwood tim- 
ber is necessary to keep from 
deadening the wrong trees,

New Curriculum Offered 
In City Planning At The 
University Of Mississippi 


University, Miss.—A. new curric- 
ulum in city and regional plann- 
ing will be offered at the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi for the first 
time this fall 

The Board of Trustees of Insti- 
tutions of Higher Learning au- 
thorized the new program leading 
to the degree of Master of City 
planning at its May meeting.. 
“Planning administrators and 
planning technicians are needed 
not only in Mississippi but 
throughout the entire nation,” 
said Dr. Edward H. Hobbs, chair- 
man of the University’s inter-dis- 
ciplinary Council or Urban Plan- 
ning. “Jobs paying from $5,000 
to $21,000 are left unfilled these 
days because of inadequate sup- 
ply of trained planners. Ole Miss 
is attempting to meet this need. 
In conjunction with the degree 
program, the University has es- 
tablished an Institute of Commu- 
nity Planning, which will be 
administered by a director under 
the supervision of the institu- 
tion. newly established Council or 
Urban Pianning. A newly em- 
ployed professor of city planning 
will be ex efficio as director of 
the institute.
